RULING PUIS CASINO 


New road 
layout for 
town goes 
on trial 


GRAVESTONES damaged 
in a wrecking spree at a 
cemetery are being replaced 
by bereaved people who 
raised thousands of pounds. 

Jason Griffiths was high 
on drink and drugs when he 
smashed between 25 and 30 
headstones at Thimblemill 
Cemetery in Smethwick. 

He caused £100,000 worth 
of damage last March. 

People shocked by the 
crime set up the United We 
Stand group and raised 
£8,062 to improve the site. 

Now they have ordered 
replacement headstones and 
vases for graves, for families 
who were not insured. 

Fundraiser Jayne Hol¬ 
loway, who works at the Co¬ 
op Funeral Care, said: “I 
have ordered three replace¬ 
ments, and two families still 
need to decide. One family 
decided they did not want a 
replacement, but were very 
touched by our offer. 

“The benches have not yet 
been ordered, we need to see 
what the other two families 
want to do.” 

Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain, the authority’s 
deputy leader, said: “It’s 
good to see the community 
working together. ” 

Some of the vandalised 
stones were worth more 
than £10,000 and one was 
the headstone of a baby. 

Griffiths, aged 40, of 
Cowley Road Oxford, was 
jailed for four years in May. 

Crash leaves 
cyclist hurt 

A CYCLIST was taken to 
hospital after he was in a col¬ 
lision with a car in Tipton. 

The accident happened in 
St Mark’s Road near the 
Goldmine Bar. 

Paramedics were called 
and treated the cyclist, aged 
in his 30s, for a head injury 
before taking him to 
Sandwell Hospital. 

West Midlands Police 
spokeswoman Catherine 
Hickman said the cyclist’s 
injury was not life-threaten¬ 
ing and an inquiry was con¬ 
tinuing. 


JOBS UNDER THREAT

THE future of a planned £6 million casino in Oldbury which 
would create 120 jobs hangs in the balance after a High 
Court judge ruled the proposed development’s gambling 
licence should not have been issued. 

Grosvenor Casinos Ltd, which runs Mecca Bingo in Halesowen Road, Oldbury, was given 
permission by Sandwell Council to move an unused casino licence for those premises to 
Birchley Island, where the new venture is planned. 


School acts 
over pupils 
with a knife 

TWO students have been excluded from one 
of Sandwell’s biggest schools for being in 
possession of a knife. 

The students at Phoenix Collegiate Busi¬ 
ness, Sport and Enterprise College, which is 
based on two sites in West Bromwich and 
Wednesbury, were caught after another 
pupil reported the weapon to a teacher. 

The school has been using two hand-held 
metal detectors for several months and, fol¬ 
lowing this incident, police have been into 
the school for a special assembly about the 
dangers of carrying knives. 

Phoenix Collegiate headteacher Gary Hill 
confirmed two pupils were excluded last 
month for being in possession of a knife 
while on the school site. He said no-one was 
injured. 

He added: “One student had passed it to 
the other, hence they were both implicated. ” 

“We have a zero tolerance on the posses¬ 
sion of any offensive weapon on the school 
site and we acted swiftly to maintain this 
stance.” 

Police spokesman Lee Page said the force 
had delivered about 120 presentations to 
schools and other groups about the dangers 
of knives since last year. 

This equated to about 15,000 young 
people aged between 12 and 20. 


But, after a legal challenge by rival casino 
operator Clockfair Ltd, Mr Justice Lloyd 
Jones said the council should not have 
granted the casino licence in the first place. 

The judge said premises should not have 
more than one licence at a time. And as 
there was already a bingo licence in place at 
Halesowen Road, the casino licence should 
not have been issued. 

He said the council must now reconsider 
an application by Clockfair Ltd to revoke the 
casino licence. 

The judge said Grosvenor had run Mecca 
Bingo for 16 years under a bingo licence, and 
was granted a casino licence for the same 
venue in June 2005. 

When new legislation took effect, both 
permits were converted to licences under 
the new act and Grosvenor continued to 
operate a bingo hall. 

Decision 

Clockfair, which runs a casino in West 
Bromwich, asked Sandwell to review and 
revoke the casino premises licence in 
November 2010, saying it had never been 
used and was unlawfully issued. 

But Grosvenor applied to transfer the 
unused licence to the Birchley Island prem¬ 
ises, which the council agreed to do. 

The council’s licensing committee said it 
did not need to consider whether the grant¬ 
ing of the licence was unlawful in the first 
place - a decision which was later upheld by 
District Judge Wilkinson. 

Challenging that decision, Clockfair’s 
lawyers argued that the Gambling Act 2005 
expressly prohibited the same premises 
having two licences. 

Allowing their appeal, Mr Justice Lloyd 
Jones said the council was wrong to issue 
the casino licence in the first place, and that 
both the licensing committee and Judge 
Wilkinson, should have considered this 
when reaching their conclusions.

Council 
sticks to 
its policy 
on horses 

HORSE owners fighting to 
keep the tradition of allow¬ 
ing tethered animals on 
open land in Tipton have 
met council bosses - but the 
authority is refusing to 
budge over its policy of 
seizing horses. 

Sandwell Council has 
been using bailiffs to seize 
roaming horses under a 
crackdown which has 
sparked outrage in the com¬ 
munity. 

The council has defended 
the measure in the interests 
of public safety, but horse 
owners have condemned the 
action. Both sides met to 
discuss the situation. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
borough safety boss, said 
horse owners were asking if 
land was available for 
horses. 

“Unfortunately we 
cannot give land away. If any 
land becomes available that 
is suitable they can have the 
opportunity to purchase it 
and put the planning consid¬ 
erations in,” he said. 

Scores of horses have been 
seized by council bailiffs 
since the crackdown began 
last summer. In response, 
horse owners have threat¬ 
ened legal action and have 
staged a series of marches.

NO action should be taken 
in response to a petition 
calling for a pedestrian 
crossing in Smethwick, a 
report recommends. 

Residents have submitted 
the petition to Sandwell 
Council requesting the 
crossing at Londonderry 
Road between the B&G 
Liquor Store and the News 
and Booze Express shop.

A HORSE pound in West 
Bromwich that was earmarked for 
demolition after becoming a 
magnet for anti-social behaviour 
could be moved to a new site. 

The 200-year-old site that was 
used for rounded-up stray 
animals has fallen into disrepair. 
The pound is on a grass verge 
between Church Vale and All 
Saints Way. 

Nearby residents have com¬ 
plained to Sandwell Council about 
youths sitting on the walls late at 


night creating a nuisance. 

The council last year proposed 
demolishing the structure but this 
was met with outrage from 
members of the West Bromwich 
Local History Society. 

Now, a report to neighbour¬ 
hoods Councillor Ian Jones is rec¬ 
ommending that the pound be 
moved to the rear of the nearby 
David Wilson Homes Church- 
fields housing development. 

A meeting tomorrow (Friday) 
will consider the future of the 


pound. And the report says: “It is 
proposed that the pound be moved 
and a more suitable location has 
been offered by David Wilson 
Homes. 

The report adds: “The recom¬ 
mendations, if approved, would 
address residents’ concerns, 
improve the street scene and help 
to reduce further incidents of 
anti-social behaviour.” 

If the plan is approved, the costs 
to remove and rebuild the pound 
will be met by the housebuilder.

Demolition plan is first 
step to £3m fire station 


PLANS to demolish council build¬ 
ings to make way for a new £3 
million fire station have been sub¬ 
mitted to town planners. 

This is the first phase in the project which 
will see the new fire hub replace former 
municipal buildings. 

Members of West Midlands Fire Authority 
picked the site near Haden Hill Leisure 
Centre, in Cradley Heath, from four proposed 
locations. 

Bosses at Sandwell Council have applied to 
planning chiefs to demolish the two-storey 
building, in Barrs Road, which also has a 
basement. 

The demolition is expected to be completed 
by the end of the month. 

The former municipal buildings are to be 
demolished by Sandwell Leisure Trust to 
extend the car park for people using the 
leisure centre. The rest of the site will be 
transformed into the new station. 

The new station will replace the Halesowen 
and Cradley Heath fire stations and the cost 
is set to be offset by raising about £1.5m from 
the sale of the two sites. 

Building 

Halesowen fire station, in Hagley Road, 
was closed down in May, and the firefighters 
there have been redeployed to other stations 
in the area until the fire hub is built. 

Chairman of the Fire Authority and 
Sandwell Councillor John Edwards said: 
“This application has been made by Sandwell 
Leisure Trust, not by the Fire Authority. 

“The plan is, we will then inherit a clear 
site, and once we have gained the planning 
permission we can start building.” 

Mr Edwards said he hoped the planning 
application would be submitted to Sandwell 
Council by the end of the summer, and if it 
was approved that work would start in the 
autumn. 

He added: “We are really looking forward 
to the prospect of our state-of-the-art multi¬ 
bay fire station.” 

Cradley Heath fire station in Mace Street, 
is still in operation.

Motorcyclist, 40, jailed for fatal crash 


A MOTORCYCLIST has been 
jailed for 10 months after a 
crash which killed a teenager 
from Smethwick. 

Duncan Lenard, 40, of San¬ 
dringham Way, Brierley Hill, 
was sentenced at Birmingham 
Crown Court after pleading 
guilty to dangerous driving and 
causing death by careless 
driving. 


It followed the death of 16- 
year-old Rajinder Mahal who 
died after being hit by Lenard’s 
high-powered motorcycle on 
Hagley Road at around 10pm 
last August 1. 

Rajinder, of Edgbaston Road, 
known as Raj, was crossing the 
road from Lordswood Boys’ 
School and Sixth Form Centre 
towards The New Talbot pub 


when he was hit. He died later 
at the Queen Elizabeth Hospi¬ 
tal Birmingham. 

The court heard how Lenard 
has been driving his Suzuki 
GSXR lOOOcc bike at 81mph, in 
a 30mph speed limit. 

Insp Mark Watkins, of West 
Midlands Police, said: “Lenard 
clearly had no regard for the 
safety of other road users as he 


rode his motorbike at nearly 
three times the speed limit, 
shortly before the collision. 

“This sentence reflects the 
severity of the offence and the 
incident shows the tragic con¬ 
sequences of such dangerous 
speed.” 

Lenard was also disqualified 
from driving for 30 months. Rajinder Mahal 



New pools will look the 
same to save on costs 



The design will be similar 
to Tipton swimming pool 


AN urgent replacement for Wednesbury 
Leisure Centre will be the same design as a 
new pool being built in Tipton, in an attempt 
to save money. 

A near-replica of the £8million site in Thursfield Road 
will replace the dilapidated structure in Wednesbury. The 
plan for the new complex on the same site will save cash on 
design costs. It follows the 
closure for the last seven 
months of the centre’s two 
pools for maintenance work 
to take place, including the 
removal of asbestos. 

Council chiefs have been 
forced to rebuild the site as 
the pool had developed “con¬ 
crete cancer”. 

During routine repairs to 
the filtration system at the 
pools, inspections discov¬ 
ered significant mainte¬ 
nance and structural 
problems. 

Bosses say that due to the 
necessary repairs, the only 
way they can keep a pool 
open on that site is with a 
new centre, which will give 
the taxpayer the best return 
in the long term. 

Design 

It is estimated the new 
facility will cost between 
£5m and £6m to build - 
cheaper than the Tipton 
pool as the design costs are 
reduced and no access roads 
or parking areas need to be 
created as they are already 
in existence at the Wednes¬ 
bury site. 

Councillor Steve Eling, 
the borough’s finance boss, 
said: “The fastest way of 
doing it is to go for the same 
design that we are building 
in Tipton. 

“It will be the same and 
offer the same facilities. 

“If we do the same model 
that we are building at 
Tipton, we know it is up-to- 
date with the building regu¬ 
lations.” 

The project is being fast- 
tracked by the council, and it 
is hoped work will begin 
later this year. 


£950,000 
shopping 
project is 
under way 

WORK has started on a 
£950,000 retail development 
in Tividale. 

The 9,000sq ft scheme, 
which is expected to be com¬ 
pleted in August, will see the 
creation of a new Midlands 
Co-op food store and veteri¬ 
nary centre on the site of the 
former Hangmans Tree pub. 

The three new retail units 
on the corner of Oakham 
Road and Regent Street are 
being built by Coventry- 
based Deeley Construction. 

The scheme also includes 
2,000sq ft of retail space and 
talks are taking place with a 
number of other businesses 
interested in the site. 

Martin Gallagher of 
Deeley Construction said 
they anticipated completing 
the work before the end of 
the summer. 

Deeley built the nearby 
Oakham Grange housing 
development which the new 
units will serve.

Vandal-hit 
brewery 
is to be 
bulldozed 

PART of an historic Oldbury 
brewery which was ravaged 
by fire and has been a 
magnet for arsonists, is to be 
bulldozed. 

Langley Maltings has been 
empty for many years and 
dates back to the 1870s. 

It was gutted by fire in 
September 2009 and has 
been empty ever since. 

Now plans have been sub¬ 
mitted to Sandwell Council 
to demolish part of the land¬ 
mark Grade Il-listed site 
and restore other sections. 

The future of Langley 
Maltings has been in doubt 
following a series of arson 
attacks at the Western Road 
site. Parts of the building 
have already been demol¬ 
ished due to the fire damage. 

Businessmen Lehmber 
Singh and Harbhajan Singh 
Dhadday bought the prop¬ 
erty for £1 million in 2007. It 
was originally planned to 
transform the site with a 
housing development until 
the recession stalled the 
idea. No official planning 
application has been drawn 
up for redevelopment. 

However, it is now pro¬ 
posed to demolish parts of 
the buildings that have been 
so heavily vandalised and 
fire-damaged that any reno¬ 
vation is unsuitable. 

However, part of the site 
would be retained and 
restored and plans for a 
future use of the site later 
submitted to the authority. 

Charity gets 
£500 boost

A CHARITY supporting 
older people living at home 
has received a funding boost 
thanks to the West 
Bromwich Building Society. 

The Blackheath Live at 
Home Scheme, in Rowley 
Regis, has been presented 
with £500 by the society.

A Morris Minor Traveller has been con¬ 
verted into a hearse, providing a fitting way 
of carrying fans of the car on their last 
journey. 

Husband and wife team Andrew and Judith 
Bywater converted the car and set up the 
Morris Minor Hearse Company at the end of 
last year. 

Trudy - it is customary for Morris Minors 
to be given a female name - was converted 
by Andrew over two-and-a-half years, and 
was ready for their launch at last year’s 
NEC Classic Car show. 

The idea came after they restored another 
Morris Minor and started using it for wed¬ 
dings in 2000. It became popular and with 
Judith, 47, working as an organist at 
Stafford Crematorium, they began to see 
they could diversify. 

After speaking to colleagues and friends, 
they decided to forge ahead with the plan. 

Surprised 

She said: “Family and friends weren’t 
that surprised when we told them what we 
were going to do, I think perhaps because I 
have worked in the crematorium for 29 
years, they were used to it.” 

“Often people have great interest in 
classic cars and so for them to then have 
their final journey in one can be something 
relatives like the idea of, as it suits their per¬ 
sonality.” 

The couple have done 214 weddings and 
one funeral - but have had a lot of interest. 

Andrew, aged 53, said: “The funeral we 
did was in Streetly and we got some excel¬ 
lent feedback about it as his family said he 
loved Morris Minors but had never owned a 
Traveller. So they were very happy with how 
we could help.” 

The couple live in Cannock and Trudy 
was built and registered in 1965 and sup¬ 
plied by Colmore Depot, based at West 
Bromwich. 

She gradually became run-down and 
Andrew bought her as a wreck in 2009. 

The couple believe they are the only firm 
in the country to offer the service, although 
there is a growing trend for unusual hearses 
- hot-rods and even motorbikes have been 
converted. Andrew said: “While some 


people have seemed a bit uncomfortable 
with the idea, the majority are very positive. 

“If a Morris Minor has been a big part of 
their life, or even their interest in classic 
cars, then it seems fitting they say goodbye 
this way too.” 

Andrew said of his restoring work: “It is 
definitely a love that you have to do this. But 
it dovetails in perfectly with the wedding 
business. I also have a small business sup- 


niche business but I really enjoy it. 

Judith added: “While we haven’t had that 
many jobs yet, when a loved one does pass 
and they had a love of classic cars of Morris 
Minors, I am sure that it will trigger in their 
family’s mind having seen us. 

“People seem to want to have funerals 
that mean something and this is the perfect 
way to show it. 


“It is something a little bit different, but 
in a good way. 

“It’s such a positive thing to do and we are 
glad we can offer this service.” 

The couple drive the vehicle for a funeral 
up to 60 miles from Cannock, rather than it 
being towed, and the coffin fits neatly beside 
the driver in the passenger side.

It's curtain up on 
campaign to save 
beloved theatre 


It was once one of Britain’s top theatres. 
MARK ANDREWS meets the group battling to 
save one of the region’s best-loved venues 


THERE IS a musty smell in the air, the garish 
purple paintwork peels from the ceiling. An 
empty wine bottle rolls around on the floor, 
like a leftover from a party that was aban¬ 
doned in a hurry. 

“It’s better than I expected,” says Geoff Fitzpatrick. 
“There’s a lot of work to be done, but it’s all pretty sound.” 

For the Friends of Dudley Hippodrome, this is an emo¬ 
tional moment. For the first time since it closed its doors in 
2009, a small party of volunteers has been allowed access 
inside the building which holds so many memories. 

Almost every one of them has a tale to tell. 

“I used to be a regular here in the 1940s and 50s,” says 
76-year-old Malcolm Palmer from Stourbridge. 

“It was here that they filmed the first pantomime to be 
shown on television, I went down to my aunt’s in Tipton to 
watch. You could see the boxes in the balcony and every¬ 
thing.”. 

But unless the Friends of the Hippodrome defy the odds 
and save the theatre from the bulldozers, those memories 
will soon be all that is left. 

In its heyday, the Hippodrome was one of the country’s 
leading provincial theatres, drawing in the biggest names in 
showbusiness. Bob Hope, Laurel and Hardy, and Tommy 
Cooper all topped the bill. 

“It was the biggest theatre in the West Midlands,” says 
Stourbridge historian Paul Collins. 

“It had a 1,752-seater auditorium, much bigger than the 
Grand in Wolverhampton. Even today there isn’t another 
theatre of this size this side of Birmingham.” 

Latterly used as a bingo hall, the Hippodrome finally 
closed two-and-a-half years ago. It was purchased by Dudley 
Council, and has been under the threat of demolition ever 
since. 

Earmarked 

The council has earmarked the site for unspecified rede¬ 
velopment, and word is that within three months there will 
be an application to demolish the building. 

But Mr Collins, a former councillor, says that would not 
necessarily sound the death knell for the theatre. 

“The application would be to demolish it within three 
years,” he says. “They wouldn’t demolish it straight away 
as that would cost a lot.” 

The theatre is in clear need of refurbishment - as well as 
less-than-sympathetic alterations, it has also suffered from 
vandalism - but it is in surprisingly good condition. Period 
features, such as art deco plasterwork have survived intact, 
even if they have been painted in a lurid shade of purple. 

“I’m quite encouraged by what I’ve seen,” says Mr 
Collins. 

The campaign certainly has public support. 

More than 3,500 people have signed petitions to save the 
theatre, incuding comedian Ken Dodd, a regular performer 
at the venue in the 1950s. 

But while there is a clear desire among people in the Black 
Country save the theatre, it is hard cash that will really 
determine its future. 

“We have pledged to draw up a business plan by the end 
of August,” says Paul Collins. And how much money will 
they need? 

“It would just be a guess at the moment, but I think you 
would be talking a couple of million.” 

Friends’ chairman Geoff Fitzpatrick believes the money 
could be secured from the National Lottery. Steve Briscoe 
suggests a sponsor-a-brick scheme. 

And Mr Collins is convinced the theatre can be saved. 

“There is so much public support, it is the only inter-war 
variety theatre left in the country. 

“If we don’t succeed, it won’t be for the want of trying,” 
he said.

Unique bird's eye view 
of history is revealed 


THIS is the West Midlands as 
you have never seen it before - 
viewed from the air shortly 
after the First World War. 

This fascinating series of pic¬ 
tures, many of them taken by vet¬ 
erans of the Great War, has been 
made available to the public for the 
first time. 

Around 15,000 photographs 
taken by Aerofilms, the world’s 
first company to specialise in 
aerial photographs, have now been 
released over the internet by 
English Heritage. The images, 
taken between 1919 and 1953, 
show how the country has been 
transformed over the last century. 

Some, such as the area around 
St Peter’s Church in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, have seen comparatively little 
change, whereas others have been

transformed by the loss of industries. 

Aerofilms was founded in 1919 by 
Francis Wills and Claude Graham 
White. Mr Wills had served as an 
observer with the Royal Naval Air 
Service during the First World War, 
while Mr Graham-White was a 
pioneer aviator who had achieved 
fame by making the first night flight 
in 1910. Between them they brought 
their specialist skills to the task of 
capturing the nation from the air. 

The Aerofilms collection, totalling 
around one million pictures, was pur¬ 
chased for the nation in 2007 when 
the company was experiencing finan¬ 
cial difficulties. 

In 1926 St Peter’s Collegiate 
Church towered proudly over the 


then town of Wolverhampton, just 
as it does today, but the wholesale 
market at the end of Wulfruna 
Street disappeared in the early 
1970s, to make way for the new Civic 
Centre. 

In 1928 the chimney of the 
Goodyear Tyre and Rubber 
Company towered over the Bush- 
bury area. The nearby area of Low 
Hill was being transformed by the 
construction of the new council 
housing schemes in 1927. 

The Wyrley and Essington Canal, 
and its adjacent railway line, are 
about the only recognisable features 
that survive from a picture of the 
Heath Town area which was taken 
in 1927. 

Another picture shows the Cour- 
taulds textile works in Dunstall 
Park, which has since been demol¬ 
ished and replaced by housing.

Cheryl - A Million Lights 

THE Girls Aloud singer 
turned super-celeb doesn’t 
need a surname anymore, 
like Madonna or Beyonce or 
a superstar footballer. 

On her third album she 
doesn’t push her vocals, 
keeping them midrange on a 
series of similar dancefloor 
orientated pop numbers 
with just the merest hint of 
trendy dubstep and a bigger 
dose of urban/R&B. It’s all 
in the Rihanna, Madonna, 
Britney ballpark. Screw You 
is bound to excite specula¬ 
tion (hmm, who’s that 
about?) whilst Sexy Den A 
Mutha is catchy enough to 
deliver her a big hit. 

Cheryl is in concert at 
Birmingham LG Arena on 
October 12. 

Linkin Park-Living 
Things 

IT’S a balancing act for 
these Californian rockers on 
their fifth studio album, 
keeping the fans from the 
raw rap-rocking days along¬ 
side their less pierced and 
less hirsute new following 
who probably listen to Cold- 
play and Kasabian too. 

The result is an album 
with plenty of muscle, an 
excellent vocal performance 
by Chester Bennington and 
several anthemic rockers, 
especially the outstanding 
Burn It Down. It would have 
been even better with a little 
more anger, a bit more edge. 

Flo Rida - Wild Ones 

THE American rapper has 
gained the Midas touch with 
his blend of catchy pop and 
dance tunes, so much so that 
this set sounds like a great¬ 
est hits package in waiting. 

The urban sounds are 


derivative but deliver hooks 
aplenty and driving beats, 
enhanced by a judicious use 
of samples from soul greats 
such as Freddie King and 
Etta James. 

Good Feeling and Wild 
Ones, the latter a vehicle for 
the vocal talent of Sia, have 
already been international 
hits and the double entendre 
filled Whistle will make it 
three this summer. 

The more laid back Let It 
Roll and In My Mind Part 2 
(featuring an excellent guest 
vocal from Georgi Kay) are 
less frenetic. Sweet Spot will 
get plenty of attention 
thanks to a guest vocal from 
Jennifer Lopez and could 
that be Flo Rida (AKA 


Tramar Dillard) showing a 
sensitive side on I Cry? 

It’s a bit cheeky referring 
to a ninth track as a bonus 
but it’s a good one, Flo Rida, 
Audra Mae and Redfoo from 
LMFAO turning Bryan 
Adams’ Run To You into a 
dance anthem called Run. 

Maroon 5 - Overexposed 

AN ironic title for the Los 
Angeles group’s fourth 
studio album, seeing as 
Moves Like Jagger has 
become one of the best¬ 
selling singles of all time and 
frontman Adam Levine a 
star judge on the US version 
of The Voice. 

They started as a rock 


band but have become 
steadily poppier until they 
now make bright and brash 
ear candy achieved by col¬ 
laborating with the folks 
who work with Britney 
Spears, Katy Perry and 
Beyonce. Hence certain hits 
like Payphone (with rapper 
Wiz Kalifa) and Lucky 
Strike. 

Levine’s ‘ey-oh’ vocals 
recall the 80s, in fact opener 
One More Night could have 
come from The Police or 
Men At Work back cata¬ 
logue. But on the catchy 
Lady killer he’s more in a 
Michael Jackson mode. It’s 
interesting how the sunny 
style of the songs often con¬ 
trasts with bitter lyrics. 
Sounds like Adam wants to 
get even with some ladies. 

And for those new to the 
band, the record company 
has tacked on a faithful 
version of Moves Like 
Jagger done in the studio for 
The Voice US and again fea¬ 
turing Christina Aguilera. 

Sigur Ros - Valtari 

ONE part Elbow to nine 
parts Pink Floyd, then chill 
to below zero, that’s the 
recipe for Sigur Ros - Ice¬ 
landic creators of hazy, 
elegant mood music. 

On Valtari they take their 
symphonic sound to spiri¬ 
tual levels, way beyond the 
reach of most rock bands. 
This is especially apparent 
with the choral harmonies of 
what, in the absence of Ice¬ 
landic letters on my key¬ 
board, I shall have to refer to 
as track five. 

This music has a slow 
bleak beauty which makes 
the fact that the lyrics are 
sung in Icelandic irrelevant.

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Group move to 
give residents a 
say on their area 


RESIDENTS in a West Bromwich 
community have until the end of 
the month to decide whether to 
join a new group which would 
give them a say over the future of 
local services. 

Leaflets have been delivered to 250 homes 
near Pennyhill Primary School in 
Sandwell’s Charlemont ward, telling people 
about a tenants’ and residents’ association 
which is being set up. 

The move is being led by former Sandwell 
councillor Terry Williams, of Hartland 
Road, West Bromwich. He decided to go 
ahead with the idea after talking to people 
about concerns they had over parking prob¬ 
lems in the area. 

He said people raised a number of other 


concerns and they felt they were not being 
consulted about key issues in their area. 

Issues included the Stone Cross neigh¬ 
bourhood office closing, the library having 
its hours cut, a decline in Neighbourhood 
Watch activity, and the local health clinic 
being used as office space. 

He said: “Residents have been left feeling 
that no-one listens to them or even asks for 
their views. A TRA could change all that, as 
such groups have done for other Sandwell 
residents.” 

People can send the leaflets to Sandwell 
Homes, which is backing the move, giving 
their views on the association plan and a 
range of local issues. The consultation closes 
at the end of July and a meeting of residents 
will be held after that.

Downpours delay work 
on Arboretum revamp 


PERSISTENT heavy rain has 
caused delays to the multi-million 
pound revamp of Walsall’s 
premier park. 

Bosses overseeing the £7.6 million project 
at Walsall Arboretum say the downpours 
that made last month the wettest June on 
record affected work on the main footpaths. 

The majority of landscaping work at the 
huge park is expected to be finished later 
this month. Improvements are to be made 
to the arboretum road entrance and a 
viewing platform will be created on the site 
of the old Broadway toilet block. 

Repairs to the gazebo on the rockery and 
restoration work to the historic stocks is 
also planned to get under way in August. 
New bins and benches are being installed. 

Louise Harris, arboretum project 
manager, said the majority of the park was 
now open to the public. 

Restoration 

She said: “There have been some delays 
due to wet weather as the main footpath 
routes are being finished in a resin bonded 
gravel which can only be laid in dry, sunny 
conditions. 

“Items of work which will be completed in 
August were late additions to the contract 
and include improvements to the arbore¬ 
tum road entrance and restoration work to 
the historic stocks.” 

The arboretum’s £50,000 gallery garden 
recently opened to the public and offers 
local artists, photographers, residents, 
schools and community groups the opp¬ 
ortunity to showcase their work. 

The fifth and final phase of the scheme 
will see the creation of a visitors centre. 
Construction should start later this year 
and be finished in 2013. 

The revamp is being funded through the 
Heritage Lottery Fund and Big Lottery 
Fund, with match funding from Walsall 
Council, Growth Point, Cory Environmen¬ 
tal and Veolia Environmental Trust.

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Three top council jobs are 
set to be axed to save cash 


Crackdown 
on boozing 

PEOPLE who drink alcohol in the 
street are the subject of a fresh crack¬ 
down by police in West Bromwich. 

Officers say a small minority of 
people are flouting byelaws which 
prohibit people from drinking in the 
street in the town centre. 

Police are now holding talks with 
shopkeepers and licensees in the area 
to try to tackle the problem. 

Sgt Jack Boardman said: “Enjoy¬ 
ing alcohol should be an activity that 
is enjoyed socially and responsibly. 

“But there is a small minority of 
people in West Bromwich that con¬ 
tinue to flout the byelaws that are in 
place.” 


COUNCIL chiefs in Sand well are set 
to scrap three top directors’jobs to save 
cash. 

The council has already slashed 
senior management by a half since 
November 2010 and saved around £2.1 
million. 

Now chief executive Jan Britton is 
recommending that the authority 
scraps two corporate director posts and 
another one of service director, and 
replaces them with a single deputy 
chief executive. Taken together, the 


moves would save £291,000 in a full 
year, making cash available to invest in 
the council’s continuing drive to 
improve children’s services. 

They follow decisions by one of the 
existing corporate directors, Barbara 
Peacock, and commissioning director 
Martin Samuels, to leave for new jobs. 

Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper said, “Cash for Sandwell from 
Government has been slashed by mil¬ 
lions and will carry on going down. 

“It’s vital we vet spending so we 


earmark as much as possible for the pri¬ 
ority services people rely on. The two 
resignations give us a chance to fine 
tune our structure, make sure it’s still 
meeting the council’s needs, and save 
cash for investing in our top priorities. ” 
Barbara Peacock came to Sandwell 
after its children’s services were put 
under notice to improve by the Govern¬ 
ment. She has overseen changes so 
Ofsted inspectors judged its systems to 
keep children safe as “adequate” 
earlier this year. She leaves in Septem¬ 


ber for a job in Medway, Kent. 

Mr Britton is recommending that the 
council appoint a team of outside 
experts on a 30-month contract to mas¬ 
termind the council’s continuing drive 
to make children’s services better. 

Councillor Cooper said: “We are 
grateful to Barbara Peacock for the 
leadership she has shown and we wish 
her well in her future career. Martin, 
too, has done a great job for us, and he 
leaves with our best wishes.” 


Warning after 
mattress fire 

FIRE crews are reminding people of 
the dangers posed by cigarettes after 
a house fire in Tividale. 

Firefighters were called to a two- 
storey, semi-detached house in Mary 
Road last week where they found a 
small fire in a mattress in a first floor 
bedroom. 

Crews led a woman, believed to be 
43, to safety before ventilating the 
property. 

Watch commander Andrew 
Maples of Oldbury fire station said 
the lady had fallen asleep while 
smoking. When she realised the mat¬ 
tress was on fire she tried to put it 
out. The firefighters found that 
neither of the two smoke alarms in 
the house had batteries fitted.

(iv) the laying, erection, alteration, repair or cleaning on or near the road of any 
sewer, or of any main, pipe or apparatus for the supply of gas, water, electricity or any 
telecommunication equipment lawfully kept in any position;

I am looking forward 
to moving up to the higher 
hurdles and I am getting 
prepared for that. 

“I finish sixth last year 
and it was good to come here 
and improve on that.

“I didn’t want to come 
here to lose, I just wanted to 
come here, execute a clean 
race and that was all.”

HALESOWEN’S Jor- 
danne Whiley finished 
as a Wimbledon 
runner-up in the 
wheelchair ladies 
doubles - her first 
appearance in a 
Grand Slam final.
